•MONROE" GOES DOWN 


Stricken Vessel Went Down Within 


Ten Minutes of the Accident— 


Details Are Most Meagre 


of Disaster.

Norfolk, Va., Jan. 30-—Forty-nine 
lives were lost in the icy waters of 
the Atlantic at two o'clock this- morn- 
ing when the Old Dominion liner, 
Monroe, was rammed amidships, prac- 
tically cut in two and sunk -within ten 
minutes twenty miles southeast of 
Hog Island by the 
Merchants 
and 
Miners liner Nantucket. 
The forty-nine lost comprise twen- 
ly-five 
passengers 
and 
twenty-tour 
members of the crew, according to 
official wireless 
reports to the Old 
Dominion line here. 
(Thirty pas- 
«engers and fifty-five of the crew were 
saved, making the list of the rescued 
eighty-five. 


Officers Saved. 


Capt. Johnson of the sunken Mon- 
roe and all his officers but one, were 
among -the-saved. The lost officer was 
Second Engineer Gateley. 
Eightysix- survivors rescued from 
the sea and huddled on the Nantuck- 
et, which was limping along with a 
crumpled bow toward Norfolk today, 
are the only ones who know all the 
story of how the two big ships,, piclc- 
ine their way through a blanket 
.of 
fog—one bound north and the other 
bound- south, met with a crash near 
the Winter Quarter shoal life ships. 
S. O; S: calls reaching out to the coast 
stations .started every available agen- 
cy of rescue into action, but not soon 
enough: - While the Nantucket backed 
off, lowered boats and began sweeping 
the misty sea with her search lights, 
the Monroe, her passengers pitched 
out of berths. in night clothes, sank 
like a' plummet.

Sink in Vortex. 


. In the swirling vortex of the sink- 
ing- ship, men shouted 
and women 
sc'r.aamed 
through the 
mist.' The 
Monroe went down so quickly that 
there was little time for launching 
boats and it is believed the only ref- 
ugees were those saved at once by 
toe- N-a-n-tueket.. "

Baltimore, Jan. 3.—A dispatch from 
CajJtftiri Berry reported that the Nan- 
tuck'et was beine conveyed by the 
steamship Hamilton, but she was 
proceeding slowly and expected to 
reach Norfolk about 1:00 o'clock this 
afternoon. 
The Nantueket was dam- 
aged in the bow, Captain Berry add- 
ed but he gave.no information about 
the disaster beyond saying that he 
had "about 85 people from the Mon- 
roe on board." 
Had No Chance, 
The lost had scarcely a. chance to 
realize that death was 
upon them 
before they were srtuggling in the 
sea.The doomed .passengers of the Mon- 
roe, fast asleep in their cabins when 
the two vessels came together, went 
down to death with <jnly time for a 
shriek of despair. 
Both vessels had quieted down for. 
the night, hours 
before 
the colli- 
sion. 
Capt. Berry on the bridge of 
the Nantucket and the slowly pacing 
lookout had the deck to themselves 
as the vessel skimmed- through the 
fog and most. 
Capt. Johnson kept 
the bridge of the Monroe. Thus. wifh 
sleep holding all but lookouts and offi- 
cers, and the dense fog ' enfolding 
heaving: sea, the two vessels neared 
each other in the murk. 
The Rescue.

Capt. Johnson, aboard the Nantuck- 
et, began making up a list of the 
Monroe's rescued to be sent by wire- 
less to Norfolk. 
The shock, ten minutes from sleep 
to struggle in the cold sea and the 
exposure, proved a grave trial to 
many of those saved. Wireless mes- 
sages report a number in a serlo\is 
condition.

The Monro-e is the first steamer lost 


i by the Old Dominion line during the 
half century it has been in operation. 
The steamer was valued at approxi- 
mately half a million and her cargo 
as much more, making total loss, ex- 
clusive of lives, about one million dol- 
lars.

Roulede, the VFrench patrotic writer 
and politician,! died here today after 
a short illness, aged 68 years. 
M. De Roulede founded the League 
of Patriots and was an ardent support- 
er of the late Gen. Boulanger, whose 
attempted revolution in favor of the 
revision o£ the constitution of 1889 
was fiasco. 
M. De Rpuldede was noted for his 
patriotic outbursts in the newspapers 
and his writings led him into many 
duels. He was banished from France 
in 1900 for trying to substitute a ple- 
biscitary republic for the parliament- 
ary republic and remained abroad for 
five years until he was pardoned. 
M. De Roulede was an ocer in the 
Frenc harmy. He. was captured by 
the Germans at Sedan and was taken 
to Germany as a prsoner, but escaped 
and rejoined his command. 
The literary work of M. De Rou- 
lede included-poetry and romance. 
He was a lover of all kinds of sports 
and was much feared as an opponent 
in personal combats owing.to his skill 
with the rapier and the dueling pis- 
tol.

Trichinosis is caused by very small 
parastic worms which bury them- 
jelves in the flesh of diseased hogs. 
When* infected pork is eaten, the 
worms are liberated in the stomach 
and 
intestines. 
In 
about six days 
iggs are laid which hatch and mig- 
rate to the muscles of the human 
body where they cause serious dis- 
orders and great pain. 
Once the parasite has. obtained a 
icld in the 
muscles, no method of 
jreatment will expel the worms from 
Jie body, according to Dr. B. F. Had- 
ey of the University. When the dis- 
3ase is recognized in an early stage, 
relief, is possible by the use of pur- 
gative medicines. 
"As heat kills the worms, thorough- 
y cooked pork can be ,eaten without 
ianger," said" Dr. Hadlfey. "In order 
o avoid trichnisis however the i'ol- 
owing rules should .be adhered to: 
"Do not eat raw pork either in the 
'orm of sausage or ham. 
(Pork products cured by drying in 
the air (summer sausage) preserved 
with salt (salt pork) or preserved by 
smoking 
(ham, bacon, etc.) 
also 
should be used with greatest care.

The church is first and foremost a 
house of God, a place where religious 
prayer !is offered 
to God and His 
truth is taught to man. It is only 
under proper social conditions that 
the best spiritual work can be done 
and so a- social responsibility rests 
on the rural, as on the city parish. 
"The tendency for the young men 
or the young women to go to the vil- 
lage or city to work In the mill or 
the office, rather than on, the farm, is 
to> be deplored. The rural population 
constitute the true backbone oi the 
nation.

• ' ' " 
Souls Most Important. 
'An alive pastor, -without a hall or 
even a school room, if he will take 
the trouble, can do more for the so- 
cial uplift and the betterment of his 
people than almost anyone else. First 
and foremost his work undoubtedly is 
with their souls; that is his vocation, 
his specialty; but he is a poor sort 
of a past6r if'he ends there. I am 
convinced that the more he plans and 
does to meet the social responsibility 
of his parish, rural or urban, provided 
he does hot forget his first and great- 
est work, the more he will be likely 
to save souls." 
W. H. Bridgman gave an analysis 
of the business of a small city (Stan- 
ey, Wis.). He said the most import-

The federal blanks, having to do 


with business and corporations, are 
no better. It will be noticed that the 
five thousand dollar exemption has 
been eliminated. 
This is done to 


catch the small dealer with a very 
moderate income. No guilty man can 
escape. One of the inconsistencies of 
the federal law is pointed out by a 
financial journal, which says: 


"When a husband and wife each 


have taxable 
incomes, how much 


exemption can they claim? 
The 


treasury department rules that when 
living together they can claim $4,000 
between them. 
If living separate, 


each can claim $3,000. Paragraph C 
of the law says: 
" 'There shall be deducted from the 


amount of the net income of each of 
said persons, ascertained as provided 
herain, the sum of $3,000, plus $1,000 
additional if the person making the 
return be a married man with a wife 
living with him, or plus the sum of 
$1,000 additional if the person making 
the return be a married woman with 
a husband living with her; but in no 
event shall this additional exemption 
of $1,000 be deducted by both husband 
and . wife. 
Provided, that onlv one 


deduction of $4,000 shall be made from 
the aggregate income of both husband 
and wife when living together. 


EUGENIC MARRIAGE LAW. 


Interest throughout the country has 


been shown in the workings of the 
Wisconsin marriage law as enacted by 
the last legislature and now in force 
in the state. 
The Journal of . the 


American Medical association believes 
its effect should be a warning to state 
legislatures not to enact hasty and ill- 
considered laws on complex scientific 
subjects. 


"The discussion of eugenics, race 


betterment and marriage regulation is 
productive of a large amount of good, 
but premature efforts to crystalize 
hastily formed opinions into laws can 
result only in confusion. 


The apparent deadlock in Wiscon- 


sin over the amendment to the mar- 
riage law requiring a physician's cer- 
tificate as a condition for a marriage 
licenise has been broken for the pres- 
ent at least, by the decision of the 
Milwaukee county circuit court that 
the law is unconstitutional and void. 
The matter was brought before the 
circuit court on an application for a 
writ of mandamus, directed against 
the county clerk, ordering him to issue 
a marriage license for an applicant 
without a health 
certificate. The 


court held that the amount of fee pro- 
vided for the examinations as required 
by law was unreasonably low, and 
that the law was an undue interfer- 
ence with personal liberty. The de- 
cision, while only that of a circuit 
court, will act as a stay to the : en- 
forcement of the law until the higher 
courts have passed on the question. 
Probably no other topic has inspired 
so large an amount of newspaper 
comment in the past month."

•used in the year to come. Ancient 
documents preserved in the archives 
or records of the Society of 
Anti- 
quaries in London, tell thus of the 
old custom in the English church: 


"On Candlemas days it shall be de- 
clared that the bearyinge of candles 
is done in the memorie of Christie, 
the spiritual lyghte wh,om Simeon dyd 
prophecye as it is redde in the 
churche that daye." 
Still an older and an heathen origin 
is ascribed to the practice, for the 
Romans burnt candles on that day to 
the goddess Februa, the mother of 
Mars. Pope Sergius turned the pagan 
custom to Christian uses by enjoining 
a like offering to the Virgin.
